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FILM TOLD AROUND ROM ANTIC ERA 


ALL EYES ON FAR EAST 


Many an American who lias been watching Eu­ 
rope during the past year has' had his attention 
suddenly diverted to the Far East. At the present 
time, the action there, so far as we are concerned, 
is of a diplomatic and not of a military character. 
But, in the opinion of many an authority, the ques­ 
tion of whether this country is to remain at peace 
or go to war will be answered in the vast Oriental 
land that lies some 6,000 miles away from our P a­ 
cific coast. 
We now have a very different Far Eastern pol­ 
icy than we had a year or two ago. We are taking a 
firm stand with Japan. Our efforts at appeasing 
her are apparently over. This new policy could have 
been forecast when the President appointed Mr. 
Stimson to the Cabinet. When Mr. Stimson was 
Secretary of State under President Hoover, 
he 
tried to effect a joint 
English-American 
policy 
which would have stood squarely in the way oí 
Japanese empire-building in China. The English, 
however, refused to come in, and the effort failed. 
There are many conflicting argum ents as to 
w hether our current policy is right or wrong, nec­ 
essary or foolish. Those who support it say th at if 
we give Japan an inch she will demand many a mile 
— th at every concession made her simply paves 
the way for new and stronger demands in the fu­ 
ture. And, with England at war in Europe, we pos­ 
sess the only check rein that can be used against 
Japanese ambitions to dominate and control all 
Asia, and thus to establish herself as a world power 
equal or superior to the United States and Britain. 
Furtherm ore, they argue that we have an economic 
stranglehold over Japan—that if we refuse to buy 
for her and sell to her she will no longer be able 
to obtain the resources that are necessary to build­ 
ing an empire. And lastly, they quote naval author­ 
ities who have testified that if war comes, and fleet 
is pitted against fleet, we can wipe out Japan’s 
navy in a m atter of months. 
On the other side are those who argue that we 
have no business in the Far East. Our investm ents 
there are comparatively small, and belong prim ar­ 
ily to a few very large industries. The Philippines 
are, in the view of some, practically indefensible, 
and should he abandoned, along with Guam and 
other lesser outposts. So far as the natural re­ 
sources of the Dutch East Indies are concerned, 
they say, we can use substitutes or find and de­ 
velop other resources nearer a t home. Lastly, they 
believe that we cannot afford the gamble th at a 
war with Japan would entail—it would mean tHat 
our naval power would he concentrated in the P a­ 
cific, almost half a world away from our shores, 
thus leaving the Atlantic coast undefended and 
open to attack from Europe if England collapsed. 
- 
"Whether this will become a telling political is­ 
sue in the short time remaining before election is 
still another factor. Mr. Willkie, like Mr. Roosevelt, 
is in favor of helping China and combating Japan. 
But, going by his speeches, he feels th at this can 
be done without taking a chance on involving our­ 
selves in a w ar which we might lose—and which 
would be immensely expensive, in both dollars and 
materials, even if we won. Hugh Johnson, one of 
the leading columnists, recently wrote that Mr. 
R oosevelt is leading a w ar party and Mr. Willkie a 
peace party, and said th at in his opinion this should 
be the decisive issue of the campaign. It is true that 
som e men supposedly in the know are saying that 
there is an even chance of us becoming actively in- 
Yolved in war within a few weeks, or by the end of 
the year at the outside. Navy Secretary Knox, on 
being questioned by newsmen concerning this, has 
simply said th at he didn’t know. 
At any rate, we are today working hand in hand 
with England in the Far East. It is felt certain that 
Britain will throw open her great naval base at 
Singapore to American fighting ships if we ask it 
—whoever controls Singapore controls India and 
the far-flung lifeline of the Empire. 
Japanese 
statesm en have said th at they 
would 
consider 
American use of the Singapore base a declaration 
o f war, and th at Nippon would fight to prevent it. 
However, of late Japanese official declarations have 
been more m oderate in tone, and some think that 
Japan m ay be slowly backing down. 
One thing is almost certain—we are closer to 
war now than at any time since 1916. We can’t go 
actively to war in Europe, for obvious geographical 
and strategical reasons. So if we do fight, it will be 
in the East. And, if th at happened, we would be 
automatically a t w ar with Germany and Italy, un­ 
der the terms of the recent Axis agreem ent. Then 
a new World War, far greater in extent than the 
first, would at last be under way. The armor-clad 
figure of Mars would shadow all the earth.

G els Around 


For sixteen years John 
has 
been coming to Palm Springs for 
the w inter. D uring th e sum mers 
he m ay be found along the ro ad ­ 
side a t Carmel Highlands up on 
the M onterey Peninsula. There he 
reads palms and paints pictures. 
And it’s not a bad life, all in all, 
he admits. 
In Palm Springs Hastie lives 
fairly close to nature. He bought 
a lot here a couple years back.

Pre­ 
sumably her mission here h a s 
been in connection with her war 
relief work, although — and we 
hope this doesn’t get the young 
woman into hot water-—she was 
said to have distributed a nice 
supply of Willkie for President 
literature over the town last Sun­ 
day. 
Has Air Fame 
Printed on the side of her yel­ 
low and black plane is the insig­ 
nia and motto of the relief so­ 
ciety. 
Miss Rhonie was late in her ar­ 
rival at the airport so the re­ 
porter has to rely on a pamphlet 
issued by the British War Relief 
Society, Inc., for further informa­ 
tion. It reveals that Miss Rhonie, 
young American artist-aviatrix, 
returned to America last spring 
following months of service driv­ 
ing ambulances behind the Allied 
lines and aiding in the evacuation 
of civilian populations. 
She volunteered her services 
and her own airplane, to make a 
transcontinental flight to r a i s e 
funds for Allied aviators and or­ 
iginally was the official repre­ 
sentative of the Aero Club of 
France. Slicks With Cause 
When the French government 
and defenses collapsed, the young 
woman stuck with her determina­ 
tion to aid the fliers who still 
combat the enemies of democracy 
and civilization, the pamphlet 
states, and she transferred her 
activities to the British War Re­ 
lief Society, having been desig­ 
nated chairman of the society's 
aviation committee. 
She is widely known for her 
flying achievements and for her 
famous mural of the history of 
American aviation, on the walls 
of hangar F at Roosevelt Field, 
Long Island. Miss Rhonie in 1934 
was the first woman to make a 
solo flight from New York to 
Mexico City. She is the only 
American flier to win a commer­ 
cial pilot's license from the Irish 
government and in 1931 was one 
of the first women in the United 
States to receive a transport 
pilot’s license. She also holds a 
British private pilot's license.

THE POOR DUPES 
Dear Mr. Barkow: The poor 
have been duped. 
President 
Roosevelt’s strongest support for 
reelection is coming from th e 
third of our population having 
the lowest incomes. Hasn't F. D 
R. set himself up as “the friend 
of the common man. the cham­ 
pion of the masses?'’ He does that 
by never losing an opportunity 
to make slurring remarks about 
the wealthy, even though it does 
set class against class as it has 
lever been before in this coun­ 
try. thus making the Communists 
as happy as the poor. 
Unfortunately, many of these 
people are not capable of think­ 
ing constructively for themselves. 
Therefore, they cannot appre­ 
ciate the fact that if all the in­ 
comes of those receiving o v e r 
$5000 or more in 1933 had been 
confiscated, it would have been 
a billion dollars short of meeting 
the Federal expenditures for 
1938. not to mention state and lo­ 
cal taxes on top of that. It would 
have been 2.600 millions of dol­ 
lars short of paying the 1939 
Federal outlay of money. So, nat­ 
urally, the poor are having to pay 
a large share of this bill since 
there is no place else to turn. For 
instance, in 1930 only 29.5% (less 
than Mi) of the taxes fell primar­ 
ily on the low income groups, 
where in 1939, more than 
V¿ 
(52.4%) of the taxes fell primar­ 
ily on those groups least able to 
pay. And because of this condi­ 
tion, many were forced on relief 
who would not have been there 
otherwise. 
Knowing these things full well, 
Roosevelt is at least intellectually 
dishonest in playing Robinhood 
to the credulous, by affably pro­ 
fessing to be taking away from 
the rich to give it to the poor. 
Had he really been interested in 
the welfare of the poor, ho would 
not have been so extravagant 
with their money. Above all else, 
he would not have made two 
political offices grow where only 
one grew before. 
All of this is a challenge to 
those who can and do think for 
themselves. Unless you go out 
and explain these things con­ 
clusively to those less fortunate 
than yourself, they will go to the 
polls November 5 and enslave 
you along with themselves.

(There is a nice point or two about health, and some informa­ 
tive mathematics in the letter Maurice McCann, the Los Angeles 
Times agent in Palm Springs, received this week from that saltily 
humorous gentleman, Judge Albert R. IIofTman. It s all yours from 
now on. The editor.) 
Dear Maurice: For four successive mornings I have walked 
to the automobile gate to pick up the morning paper, and I have 
already noticed the improvement in my health on account of the 
beneficial exercise you have thus imposed upon me. One view­ 
point is that I should not object if the monthly bill for my paper 
be doubled. Especially so, as the usual five minutes consumed in 
the daily dozen, is eliminated. 
On the other hand, another phase of the situation is that I walk 
52 steps to the paper and 52 steps back, a total of 104 steps. Fig­ 
uring each stride at a minimum of two feet, for thirty days, I would 
walk each month a distance of 6240 feet, more than a mile.

Alaska Is 


Last Frontier, 


Lions Told 


Alaska, which is fully one-third 
as large as the United States 
proper, has ten times the mineral 
wealth of this country, Dr. Loyal 
Wirt of Pomona, former Alaskan 
commissioner of education, told 
members of the Palm Springs 
Lions Club Thursday noon at the 
Palm Springs Hotel. 
Speaking on the subject, “Alas­ 
ka. the Last Frontier," Dr. Wirt 
said Alaska comprises roughly, 
one million square miles. The 
area of the U. S is approximately 
three million square miles. 
Contrary to popular belief, 
Alaska is not an "iceberg," ac­ 
cording to the speaker. The cli­ 
mate is severe, it is true, he said, 
but it is preferable to that of 
North Dakota. On the coastal side 
of the mountains the climate of 
Alaska is comparable to that of 
Seattle and Vancouver, he assert­ 
ed, duo to the wanning influence 
of the Japanese Current. 
Hits Projects 
He ridiculed the Matanuska 
Valley and other governmental 
rural resettlement projects in 
Alaska, asserting that although 
the climate of the territory is far 
from unbearable, Alaska is not 
an agricultural country. 
Dr. Wirt referred to Alaska as 
"Uncle Sam’s treasure chest." The 
wealth of the territory lies in its 
great forests, coal, huge mineral 
deposits (nearly 100 different 
kinds), and furs, he said. Great 
fortunes will be made in Alaska 
in the future, asserted the speak­ 
er.On the darker side, the speak­ 
er asserted Alaska will get the 
U. S. in trouble with other pow­ 
ers if this country isn’t alert. He 
named Russia and Japan in this 
regard. He asserted that Alaska 
has practically no military de­ 
fenses and stressed the great im­ 
portance of building up the de­ 
fenses of the northern territory 
as rapidly as possible. 
Dr. Wirt w'as introduced by 
Morris Richardson, chairman of 
the day. 
During the Lions Club meeting 
yesterday, Judge Albert R. Hoff­ 
man delivered an interesting and 
inspiring five-minute address on 
“Lions Education.”

books. Endless ribbons of high­ 
way lead to colorful lessons in 
American history, to vivid pre­ 
sentations of the story of the for­ 
mation of this continent—to the 
record of how this country evolv­ 
ed, socially and geologically. 
Museums on Spot 
Uncle Sam has constructed mu­ 
seums on the spot to interpret 
and supplement the highway’s 
pageantry. And Americans art- 
taking advantage of this ocean to 
ocean school house. Heads of 
households take their children 
and set out on the trails that pre­ 
sent lessons by showing and in­ 
terpreting. The greatest variety 
of flora, fauna and geographical 
wonders imaginable are on hand 
for scientific demonstrations, and 
the history of the country follows 
the roadways from east to west. 
Government museums arc a 
feature of national parks and 
monuments. They are new kinds 
of museums, not mere collections 
labeled in glass cases, but dram ­ 
atizations and correlations, to­ 
gether with 
vivid 
pictures, 
graphs and models. 
Few people are too old or too 
young for Uncle Sam’s far-flung 
progressive schools.

These orders re­ 
quired my absence from P a l m 
Springs for several weeks. The 
City Council was kind enough to 
vote me a leave of absence from 
my civic duties until November 
8, 1940. 
It appears now that the period 
of service, under those orders, 
will be protracted and indefinite. 
Hence, it would be impossible for 
me to attend any City Council 
meetings for long periods. 
Such representation in the ad­ 
ministration of the city’s affairs 
would be unsatisfactory and un­ 
fair to the residents of the first 
district. 
Therefore, I hereby tender my 
resignation as the member of the 
city council from the first dis­ 
trict, effective immediately. Will 
you be kind enough to present 
this resignation at the next meet­ 
ing of the city council? 
Would I be presuming in sug­ 
gesting that the vacancy caused 
by this resignation 
would 
be 
more satisfactorily filled by elec­ 
tion of the voters of the first dis­ 
trict, rather than by an arbitrary 
appointment made by the mayor 
and the city council. In this con­ 
nection, would it not be well to 
interpret the provision, in 
the 
California Code, which permits
